Lemon Shipments High, 
Orange Sizes Too Small 


Although oranges and grape- 


fruit shipments were handicapped | 


by small sizes, lemon shipments 
irom the Ontario and Uplana 
areas were the second largest 
ever produced, Harry B. Harlow, 
manager of the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga Fruit exchange, reported 
to shareholders at 
meeting of the association 
Friday afternoon. 

A total cf 36,000 cars were 
shipped, 63 per cent in fresh form 
and 37 per cent to products, Mr. 
Harlow’ said. This compares fav- 
orably with 1940-41, a record 
year. when 42,400 cars were filled. 

However, the year as a whole 
proved disappointing to the pro- 
ducer, Mr. Harlow said. 

“The lack of sugar and the un- 
seascnable weather in most of the 
country, together with an accum- 
mulation of rather weak stock in 
the hands of the trade, caused a 
rea] depression in the market,” 
Mr. Harlow declared.
